For the past weeks. our urlleles 
have been devoted to the McKen- 
ney system of contract bidding. A 
general summary of this system 
fn given below. 

Original Bids of One. 


Original bids of one no trump 
shows two and one-half tricks or 
a count of 12, 13, 14 or'16 for 
firat, second, third or fourth hand 
respectively, distributed in three 
suite. It generally denies 0 biddi- 
ble four-card suit. 


Original salt bid of one shows 
at lenat two and one-half quick 
tricks.’ 

Original Bids of Two. 

Original bids of: two no trump 
show all four suites stopped. and 
invite partner to go to three no 
trump with one trick. ‘They do 
not deny a biddable four-card suit 

Original suit ” bids of two are 
forcing bids and require partner 
to keep the bidding apen until 
srame is arrived at even though ho 
holds a trickless hand. Thev 
should not be made on 2 hand that 
has more than three Josing cards. 


Original Suit Bids of Three. 


Original suit-bids of three show 
a hand that will probably yo game 
with one incard in, partner's hana. 
They do not need normal trump 
support and inform partner that 
there is no desire to play the hand 
at no trump. 


Original Suit Bids of Four 


Original suit, bids of four are 
pre-emptive bids denying  defen- 
sive stremeth and show n hand 
that will take eight tricks with 
the suit named as trump. 


Overcalling Opponent’s Bid. 


‘yo double an opponent's bid 
shows three and one-half quick 
tricks. 

‘To overenll an opponent's suil 
bal gf one with one no trump docs 
not necessarily show the oppor 
nent’s stit stopped, but requires 
two and one-half quick tricks. 

Overcalling an opponent's bid 
with suit bid shows a biddabl: 
sult with one hind one-hulf to two 
quick tricks. 


If partner has bid and then the 
opponent puts in a suit bid and 
you now bid the opponent's sult—- 
this would show no losers in that 
suit. and normal support in part- 
ner’s suit, With slam possibilities. 

When opponent opens with a. 
suit bid of one and you make a 
jump shift bid of one more than 
necossary—e. fe opponent bids one 
heart and you pid two spades~ 
this shows a hand ws strong 44 ti 
original forcing two bid. 


Additional Features. 


Four-card suits are bid ahead 
of five or gix-card suite. 
> Six-curd suits are bid ahead of 
five-card suits, : 

With two suits of equal length, 
the higher ranking suit is bid first, 

‘The one over one is used ust 
forcing bid; ey. you bid one 
heart, partner bids one spade. 
This is « forcing bid and requires 
the bidding to ba kept open, bui 
makes no promise for game. 

All jump shift bids are forcing 
bids and require the bidding to be 
kept open until game is arrived at; 
eg. partner bids one heart and 
you bid three diunmonds. This now 
shows at least five to five and one 
half quick tricks in the two hands 
and both partners are obligated to 
keep the bidding open until game 
is arrived at. There ix one excep 
tion to this rule, and that is a 
jump shift Vid where the one over 
one may be employed; ei partner 
bids one heart and “you hid two 
spades. The two spade bid simply 
shows a six oF seven-card spade 
suit and while it requires purine? 
to bid again, it makes no promise 
for game.

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MURDER VERDICT 


ALL ACCUSED GUILTY IN” 
VICTORIA GAP CRIME 


One of the most tenscly dramatic 
scenes in the history of local 
criminal court procedure was en- 
neted on: Saturday morning in 


the Supreme Court, when the jury. 


found guilty  tho-three mén | nc- 
cused in the Victorin Gap’ murder. 

Cheung Man, one of the defend- 
anta, who was _ecntenced to death 
by Mr. Juatico J, R. ‘Wood, collapsed 
nfter hearing the sentence. The 
other two men, Cheung Tzc-san and 
Cheung Sau-fu, were committed to 
gaol pending © the decision on a 
point reserved by his Lordship, 
submitted by Mr, Somerset Fitzroy, 
that there was no case to go before 
the jury. 


‘When Mr. E. J. Ainslie, foreman 
of the jury. pronounced the verdic 
on ench defendant separately, his 
voice faltered under the emotion 0: 
the occasion.. They jury spent an 
hour deliberating, 
enreful summing up by the judge, 
who also recalled them after they 
had retired to emphasise a legal 
point. : ts 
: Jury Recalled. 

The court war crowded for the 
closing scenes on Saturday morn- 
ing, when Mr. Juatice Wood sum- 
med-up. At 11.40 he sent the jury 
away to deliberate, put five minntes 
later recalled them, and said he 
wished them to realise that if they 
were satisfied there was con- 
spiracy to detain the youth, but not 
to murder him, and they were gatis- 
fied that ony of the necused were 
not present at the scene of the 
crime when it was committed, they 
must give a verdict of not guilty of 
both murder and manslaughter. 

« At 12.45 p.m. the jury returned, 
and announced that they found all 
three defendants guilty of murder. 

Mr, Somerset Fitarey, on behalf 
of Cheung — Tze-san and Cheung 
Sau-fu, reminded his Lordship that 
he had reserved a point on law that 
there was no case to #0 before the 
jury concerning these two men. 

Tiis Lordship agreed, and post- 
poned acntence on them until a deci- 
sion on the point had been reached. 


Sentenced Man Collapses. 

Mr. Hin-shing Lo, counsel for 
Cheung Man, the other accused, 
addressed the judge, und aaid ‘that 
although he had fot asked his 
Lordship to yeserve the point that 
there was no case ogoinst hig client 
yet he had never intended to put 
tho man into the witness box. The 
necused had himself elected to give 
evidence, but: h@.weuld remind his 
Lordship that ho (counsel) had em- 
phasised that there was no case to 
go before the jury, and he now 
appealed to him to reserve the 
point. Bey 


Mr. Justice Wood refused, and 
said that he quite concurred with 
the verdict of the jury. He then 
passed sentence. ; 


After hearing it, Cheung Man 
plended that he might address the 
Court, and upon being refused, 
cjutched the rails of the dock, and 
then collapsed, prison warderB °O8- 
sisting him out of the dock.

Mr. T. M. Hazlerlgg, Crown 
Solicitor, who with Mr. R, E. Lind- 
sell (Public Prosecutor) had con- 
ducted the Crown case, and he 
would like his Lordship to commend 
the action of Tsang Koon-ching, 
golicitor’s clerk and uncle of the 
murdered youth, who from the time 
of the youth’s disappearance to the 
conclusion of the trial, had per- 
formed a valuable public service. 

Mr. Hazlerigg also mentioned the 
eflicient work of Chief Detective 
Inspector Reynolds. in connexion 
with the case. | 

Mr. Justice Wood said he had 
intended to mention these two 
names and to commend them for 
what they had done on pehalf of 
the community.

" ANOTHER MONETARY 
THEORY 


To the evolving of monetary 
schemes there appears No ‘end, 
Dr. Robert Eisler, who has been 
lecturing in England, is among the 
latest to attempt a solution of the 
world depression by means of cur- 
rency reform. In “This Money 
Maze: A Way Out of the World 
Economic Crisis,” he puts forward 
his ideas at yreat length. His 
proposals are not always. very 


clearly expressed or easy to fol-' 


low, but the gist of the plan ap- 
pears to be that each country 
should have two different kinds of 
money—current money, and money 
of account, Current money will 
be used for small transactions and 
for paying wages, while all other 
payments will be made by meanr 
of bank money. The purchasing 
power of bank money wil) be 
absolutely stabilised in relation to 
retail prices, but that of current 
money will not. In other words, 
a unit of bank moncy will ex- 
change: for more or |cs8 current 
money necording 18 prices rise or 
fall. This will secure that de- 
tors and creditors will stand to pay 
or receive at any time the same 
real value as the loan represented 
when it was made. 

The value of bank money, stable 
in purchasing power, ‘will vary in 
relation to gold. But this will not 
involve fluctuating exchange rates; 
for Dr. Eisler proposed to “peg” 
the international exchanges by 4 

uble method. They are to be ar- 
tifically protected against short- 
term fluctuations and apeculation 
by the mutual granting by each 
Central Bank to each other of gold 
exchange credits, which can be 
used to emsure short-term stability 
as the sterling-dollar exchange 
was artificially “pegged” during 
the war. This, to be sure, will not 
aecure long-term atability; but Dr. 
Elsler believes it can be secured 
if all the Governments and Central 
Banks make = an international 
agreement to expand — thelr 
monetary circulation in equal pro- 
portions, in auch a way 08 to se- 
cure the full employment of all 
available productive resources. 
The method of doing this is the 
central point of Dr« Eisler’s 
scheme. The proportion in which 
the circulation fs to be expanded 
having beon internationally 
agreed, cach Contral Bank is ,to 
credit the Treasury of its country 
‘with tha additional money, which 
‘the Government will then ‘be free 
to spond. It can use this addi- 
tlonal income (a) to balance thy, 
Budgot, thus avoiding feotrench- 
mont in exponditure; (b) to in- 
stituto public works, thus provid- 
lug additional employment and 
creating fresh purchasing: power; 
(ce) when its productive resources 
are -fully employed, In raising

suming power. As these bank 
credits to: the Treasuries are, not 
to be repayable, the result will be 
a. huge progressive addition to the 
supply of money. hla, Dr. Eisler 
recognises, will cause prices to rlee, 
in terms of current money. But 
ex hypothesi they will not rise in 
terms of bank moncy; for it: is 
to he stable in purchasing power. 
Accordingly, the rate of exchanxe 
between bank money an 
current money. will niter, 
current money being worth less 
-and iess bank money 48 prices, 
rise. , But as all countries will be 
doing the same thing to the samc 
extent, their exchanges In terms of 
bank money-will not be upsot, At 
least, this ts Dr. Eleler’s view, 
Long-term stability of exchange 
tates, for bank moncy, will be en- 
sured iby the proportionale expan: 
aion of this money In all countries, 
Dr. Eisler is very confident that 
this system, internationally adopt- 
ed, will cure all the world’s 
troubles. At some points he seems 
to: contemplate world-wide action, 
including all countries: at others, 
action by the countries of the Bri- 
tish Empire and such others as are 
prepared to act with them, to the 
exclusion of the gold standard 
countries. It is never made clear 
to which of these situations his 
main proposals are meant to apply. 
Perhaps. he holds that, if the Bri- 
tish Empire initiates action, all 
countries will speedily have to 
join in. It ig impossible, in the 
space at our command, to argue 
the pros and cons of the scheme, 
put undoubtedly the proposal for 
n double currency, raises difficult 
questions. The object is to pre- 
serve the stability. of the real 
value of contracts and of the pure 
chasing power of: international 
But does Britain, for 
example, wish te do this? Does 
whe not want the rex) value of 
debts to fall, to offset its great 
risg in recent years? Does she 
want to make the rentiers a Pere 
inanent present of the resulta of 
past deflation? Dr. Eisler says, 
probably with truth, that France 
will come in on ne other terms. 
But is not the price of French par- 
ticipation in that care too high? 
France may have her two kinds 
of money if she chooses, for the 
benefit of her rentiers, but it does 
not follow that other nations 
would wish to follow suit.

ROAD-RAIL TRAFFIC 
- DEBATE 
sir JOSLAH STAMPS’ 
‘PLEA eek 

Statements on. behalf of the rail- 
ways and the road transport com- 
panies were made at the annual 
meeting of the Association of Bri- 
tish Chambers of Commerce. 

Sir Josinh Stamp, President of 
the Lonton, Midland and Scottish 
Railway, who recently returned 
from America, remarked that the 
broad contentions of principle now 
before the public in England 
were practically the same 
in the United States. There 
ns here,, neither the public 
nor the railroads wished to throttle 
a young an extremely, useful 
economic industry such ‘as road 
transport. 

The British position was more 
clearly defined. Let any road user 
bear the coat of its use, broken up 
into the different classifications of 
use, and including all the auxiliary 
costs of rond signalling. the 
compeition between railways and 
road find its own equilibrium, 

The best thing that could happen 
wns that, costs and methods being 
both on comparable lines, the com- 
munity should have the advantage 
of both services, and use whichever 
could be most economically pro- 
vided. . ‘ 

“When. we use the phrase ‘fair 
play,” Sir Josiah added, “we do 
not use it in any moral sense, but 
in the sense of the greatest 
economic advantage to the com- 
munity.” 

All that the railways asked, he 
concluded, was that these matters 
should be looked into and that was 
atill the backbone of the country’3 
transport system should nat be put 
‘out of action by shortsighted judg- 
ments of public utility.

Able Statesman. 


Mr. Inukai was born at Okayama 
in 1866 and entered politics at an 
early age. He was editor of 
Hochi Shimbun until the establish- 
ment of tho Imperial Dict in 1890, 
He then held an influential position 
in the Second Chamber, due to his 
gifts as a speaker, and his political 
ability. In the Okuma-Itagaki 
Cabinet of 1898 he was for a time 
Minister of Education. 


He became leader of the third 
party which sprang from the old 
Progressive party of Okuma and 
which, after 1900, was called the 
Kokumin-to. In 1922 it was dis- 
solved and with the accession of 
independent deputies, reorganised 
to form the Kaku-shin (Reform) 
Club. This group was not strong 
numerically, but was very ine 
fluentinl, for it often held, the 
balance between the two main 
parties. “It was merged in the 
Seiyukai (Conservative) purty in
